The Last Administration and the Fillibus- 
ters. — Gen. Wool has written a letter to the Na- 
tional Intelligencer, touching that passage in Gen. 
William Walker's letter to President Buchanan, in 
which, referring to the grant of colonization from 
Don Francisco Caatillon, and under the provisions 
of which he (Walker) went to Nicaragua, he says: 

As soon as I received it (the grant), I showed it to 
the United States District Attorney for the Northern 
District of California, and to the General command- 
ing the Pacific Division, who then had special pow- 
ers and instructions from the President, under the 
neutrality act of 1818. Both these officers informed 
me that'l could act under the contract, not onlv 
without fear of interference on their part, but with 
the express assurance that they would do all in their 
power to forward the enterprise. 

Gen. Wool gives a narrative exhibiting the reason 
why he did not, on the occasion referred to. inter- 
fere with Gen. Walker. He refers to the circum- 
stances under which he accepted the command of 
the Pacific department, in December, 1853. Cer- 
tain negotiations were pending between Mexico and 
the United States, which President Pierce and Sec- 
retary of War Davis feared would lead to war, and 
having great confidence in his (Gen. Wool's) long 
experience and judgment, they desired that he 
should accept of the command of that division, 
w hich he did. Secretary Davis directed his atten- 
tion to certain special duties devolving on him in 
addition to the ordinary duties of the military com- 
mand, viz: 

Among these will be the duty of maintaining our 
International obligations by pre renting unlawful expe- 
ditvms against the territories of foreign powers. 
Confidence is felt that you will, to the utmost of 
your ability, use all proper means to detect the fit- 
ting out of armed expeditions against countries 
with which the United States are at peace, and will 
zealously cooperate with the civil authorities in 
maintaining the neutrality laws. 

The President, in a proclamation given to General 
Wool, calls upon 

All officers of the government, civil and mili- 
tary, to use any efforts which may be in their pow- 
er to arrest for "trial and punishment every such of- 
fender. 

With these instructions Gen. Wool went to Cal- 
ifornia, and he says he was not long in discover- 
ing that Col. Watkins and Mr. Emory were re- 
cruiting men for Walker, then in Lower Califor- 
nia; and that the Mexican Consul, Del Valle, and 
Patrice Dillon, French Consul, were raising an 
army for Raossuet Boulbon's designs on Sonora. 
• Upon these facts, which I obtained and presented 
to the District Attorney," writes Gen. Wool, ' -Wat- 
kin-. Emory, and the two Consuls were arrested, 
tried, and with one exception convicted. 1 ' Wajker, 
being forced to surrender, was sent to Gen. Wool, 
I under whose auspices he was indicted and tried, 
but not convicted. 

The remainder of Gen. Wool's narrative we copy 
in his own language: 

About this time I received an extraordinary letter 
from the Secretary of War. Jefferson Davis,' an ex- 
tract of which is annexed: 

War Department, > 
Washington. April 14, 1854. f 
Sir: * * * Your remarks in relation to un 
lawful expeditions sailing from the coast of Califor- 
nia suggest the propriety of referring you to your 
instructions upon the subject. It was not expected 
or desired that the military commander should do more 
than belongs to the ordinary relations of the civil and 
military power; and, in instructing you to aid the 
civil authorities, it was not intended that you should 
originate arrests and prosecutions for ticil misdi 
raeanors. You will readily perceive that conse- 
quences injurious to the public service would proba- 
blv follow from such interference by the military 
with the functions of civil authorities. 

This most singular and extraordinary letter was 
ao less a censure for the part I acted iu breaking up 
the lillibustering scheme of Walker, Watkins, Emo- 
ry, and of the French and Mexican consuls, than it 
nullified the Secretary's own instructions, w hich re- 
quired me to ''maintain our international obligations 
by preventing unlawful expeditions against the Ter- 
ritories of foreign powers.' and the President's pro- 
clamation which required '"all officers, civil and 
military, to use any efforts which may be in their 
power to arrest for trial and punLhment every such 
offender." 

After receiving this letter, Col. Walker, apprehen- 
sive that I might interfere with his expedition then 

E repairing for Central America, called on me, and, as 
e said, to satisfy me that he was not engaged in 
any unlawful or filibustering scheme. I simply re- 
marked, in reply, that, with the instructions which 
I had recently received from the Secretary of War. 
whether or not he was engaged in any suck enter- 
prise. I had no authority to interfere with him — cer- 
tainly not until I was called upon by the civil au- 
thorities to aid in suppressing it. 

The above explanation and facts seem to be call- 
ed for by Win. Walker's letter to the President, in 
order I* show why it was that I did not interfere to 
prevent his expedition to Central America, the ob- 
•ect of which, as declared by its friends at the time, 
was to conquer several States in that region, and 
form them into an independent slave confederacy.

The Fatal Poisoning Case— Coroner** Inquest. 
We have already mentioned the facts connected 
with the poisoning of Mrs. Sophia Comstock, which 
resulted in her death. Yesterday the Coroner, Dr. 
Bryan, concluded his investigations, the stomach 
having been thoroughly analyzed by Prof. J. Law- 
rence Smith, who discovered distinct traces of 
arsenic. Miss Alice Ion Ransom, a niece of Mrs. 
Comstock, testified before the jury that she bought 
arsenic on Saturday for the purpose of killing rats 
at her own house. She was in the habit of visiting 
Comstock - *. mA the d;iy that the poison was admin- 
istered, partook of a meal there. However, she did 
not drink of the coffee in which the fatal dose was 
placed, and it is supposed that Comstock did not. 

In consequence of these facts being elicited, the 
coroner Issued a warrant directing the arrest of 
Comstock and Miss Ransom. The former was 
lodged in jail, and the latter is in 
The following is the verdict: 
fmffMk So. 51. — Held on the liody of Mrs So- 
phia Cemstock, on the earner of Washington and 
IbuiCKck streets, who was poisoned with arsenic. — 
The verdict of the jury is that said Sophia Corn- 
stock came to her death by poison administered to 
her by her husband, John A. Comstock; and they 
believe Alice Ion Ransom was accessory before the 
fact to the death of said Sophia Comstock.

Terrible Riot at Cairo. — Attack on the Free 
Negroes by a (Jang of Desjieradoes — Firearm* Used, 
and Hereral Persons Wounded — Buildings Fired — 
Organization of a Vigilance Committee — SeeenU of 
the J desperadoes Arrested — Great Excitement in Cairo. 
The Cincinnati Times has a eorres{>ondeut at Cairo, 
111., who, writing from there under date of the 27th, 
says: 

Cairo, Sunday, July 26. 

Our city is now in a state of great excitement. 
Riot and lawlessness ran rarap*nt last night; blood 
was shed, and the city had a narrow escape from 
i onriagration. I hasten to give you the details so 
far as I can gather them. 

It seems that a number of slaves escaped from 
Missouri, in this vicinity, a few days ago. It was 
ascertained that they had made their way to Cairo, 
and a number of Missourians came over" in pursuit 
of them. Tbey were here joined by a number of 
the most desperate characters of the city, who, sup- 
posing that the fugitives were secreted" anion.; the 
free negroes of the place, determined to made a 
search tor them last evening after dark. 

About half-past 1 o'clock this morning our citi- 
zens, w ho knew nothing of the affair, were alarmed 
by the repeated disclianje of firearms, accompanied 
by the yells of men and the screams of women. It 
was terrific, and brough the j>eople to the streets. 
A gang of men. armed to the teeth, cursing the nig- 
gers, made their way to that portion of the city oc- 
cupied by the free blacks. They surrounded" and 
immediately commenced an assault upon one of the 
houses, forcing iu the doors and window s. A num- 
ber of blacks, including two or three women, were 
in the house, and as they endeavored to escape they 
were fired upon. No less than fifty shots were tired, 
some of them by the negroes. There was an instant 
stampede of the blacks from all parts of the city, 
aud they were pursued, and in some instinces fired 
at. The assaulting party declared their determina- 
tion to drive every one of them from Cairo, no mat- 
ter at what cost. 

One of our constables was soon upon the ground, 
and valiantly interfered in behalf of two negro wo- 
men who were l»eing maltreated. He also endeav- 
ored to force the mob to cease their violence, telling 
them that if they did not he would have them ar- 
rested. They laughed in his face, and proceeded 
with their work of destruction. They entered the 
house they had broken open, piled the furniture up 
in the centre of a room, and, with a yell, set it on 
fire. The constable, aided by some citizens, fortu- 
nately extinguished the flume <. A high wind was 
blowing at the time, and if the tire had once got 
under way, as was intended, Cairo would by this 
time have been in ruins. After performing this a> t, 
and causing a scatterment among the negroes, the 
rioters retired. 

Mayor S. S. Taylor called the citizens together at 
10 o'clock, aud the meeting determined that the riot- 
ers should be brought to justice. Mr. M. W. Wil- 
liams was appointed Marshal, and fifty resolute men 
volunteered to aid in the arrest. 

The Committee visited the house of Gundy Bry- 
ant, the leader of the outrages. As they neared ft, 
Mrs. Bryant appeared in the door armed withagan. 
She cocked it, and declared she would shoot down 
the first man who attempted to enter the house. She 
was suddenly rushed upon, however, and the gun 
token from her before she could use it. She is a des- 
perate woman. Bryant is her fourth husband, aud 
she boasts of having shot a man for giving her an 
offence. The house was searched, but Brvant had 
tied. 

Several of the rioters have been arrested on this 
charge, aud also that of kidnapping. Prosecutions 
have been commenced against the negroes, an old 
State law in reference to free negroes being enforced. 
Two of the servants of the 'lay lor House, very 
quiet men. were each arrested, and one fined $35 
and tha othor $50. They were also ordered to leave 
the State within ten days. To save the remainder 
of his servants from prosecution. Mr. Davis, of the 
Taylor House, shipped them, eight in number, by 
the" steamer John Gault, to Louisville to-day. 

It is stated that Tom Ewing threatens to turn 
State's evidence, and make some developments 
which will implicate citizens of high standing. He 
savs he expects to go to Alton, but he will not go 
alone. He know3 a good deal if he will only 

tell it. . , , 

This afternoon Dr. Wood was ordered to leave the 
citv bv one of the sympathisers. He dressed the 
wounded, and is one'of the main witnesses against 
the prisoners. 

PROCLAMATION OF THE MAYOR. 
Mayor's Ofhce, City ok Louisville,) 
July 31st, 1857. J 
As Mavor of the city of Louisville, I hereby re- 
quest and enjoin all Tavern and Coffee-house Keep- 
ers in the city of Ixmisville to close their houses and 
bars on the 3d day of August next, from the begin- 
ning to the close of the election on that day, and 
not "sell, give, or furnish any kind of spirituous or 
other liquor, from the rising of the sun to the going 
down of the same. And 1 hereby make known my 
determination that, if this reasonable and, in my 
judgment, proper request, in good faith be complied 
with, every licensed man so complying shall be com- 
mended to' the General Council as worthy of the re 
newal of his public privilege, and to the good people 
of the city as a supjiorter of the peace and the good 
order of society.

Roebuck had many supporters, 
who declined however to vote for the resolutions. 

Palmerston censured Roebuck's motion, and re- 
viewed his course regarding the negotiations with 
Persia, claiming credit rather than censure for the 
concessions made by the Government to facilitate 
the restoration of peace, and denied that there .was 
any connection between the Persian war and Indian 
inutity. 

The resolution was lost — 38 for and 352 against. 
In the House of Lords on Friday, Lord Brougham 
brought forward a motion for "an address to the 

Queen, to discountenance all measures tending to 
promote the slave trade. He made a powerful 
speech. 

Lord Clarendon endorsed Brougham's sentiment*, 
saying— if it turned out that the slave trade should 
be revived, the Government would not hesitate to 
use the power vested in it to stop it. 
The address was agreed to. 
The House of Commons voted a half a million on 
account of the Persian war, after a spicy debate. 

Lord Russell asked, but failed to get, the Govern- 
ment to assign a day for the consideration of the 
new bill he proposed to introduce for the admission 
of Jews in Parliament. He then asked leave to 
brin^' in a bill on the subject, but after a noisy De- 
bate the House adjourned without action. 

Continued tests of the submarine cable are verv 
sati.-factory. At Cork, whence the vessels will sail 
about the first of August, an experiment will be 
made through the entire cable. 

Insurance for the safe laving of the cable h.is been 
effected at rates rangin- from 10s upward, but many 
stockholders are sanguine enough to prefer running 
their own risks. 

The government intends sendincr to India a steam 
squadron and a considerable force of artillery by the 
most rapid conveyance at hand, and in addition to 
troops already mentioned, the forces intended for 
Chinese operations have had previous orders coun- 
termanded, and are ordered to the India service.

Ah Chu bravely 
refused, when the Mexicans fired upon the tent and 
killed one Chinaman dead upon the spot. The Chi- 
namen returned the fire, when the Mexicans charged 
on them, and a desperate hand-to-hand enccuuter 
ensued. 

The Mexicans were finally driven ff. but not 
until they had severely cut several of these unfor- 
tunate vicUms of Mexican rapacity. One Mexican 
was dreadfully beaten with clubs by these Chinese, 
who, unintimidated by the revolvers in the hands 
of the robbers, rushed upon the villain and dragged 
him to the ground.

Living Beyond their Means. — 'Half the fash- 
ionable people in New York," said a gentleman the 
other day, "are living beyond their means. Mr. A., 
occupying a house in a certain block, makes twenty 
thousand dollars a year, ten thousand of which he 
spends. BIr. B., who lives next door, makes only 
ten thousand, but, as his wife and daughters insist 
on dressing as handsomely as Mrs. A., and he is 
not willing to be outshone by a neighbor, he spends 
ten thousand also. Mr. C, who resides next door, 
makes but five thousand, yet, like the rest, spends 
ten thousand. The first is" getting rich: the second 
will leave nothing for his familv when he dies; the 
third is sure to break, Sooner or later, his failure be- 
ing only a question of time." We thought this pic- 
ture was not inapplicable to Philadelphia, though in 
a less degree than to our boasting, spendthrift, 
showy sister city. Of late years the love of display 
and the silly vanity out of which it grows have 
alarmingly increased here. Hundreds of families, 
in consequence, are laying up for themselves certain 
misery in the future, and getting nothing in return 
except a most unsatisfied present, for between the 
sneers of their neighbors, who generally know the 
truth about them, the contempt of the wise, and the 
reproaches of their own consciences, they enjoy re- 
ally no happiness at all. 

A more miserable delusion than that under which 
such persons labor cannot, indeed, be well conceiv- 
ed. If there is any m.i\im which It truer than an- 
other, it is that the only way to liecome rich, nay, 
the oidy way to avert poverty, is, to "lay by some- 
thing for a rainy day." It is not always sunshine. 
Neither in the physical world, nor in business affairs, 
is it bright uninterruptedly. The cold, bleak days 
of autumn succeed the baimy spring and rosy sum- 
mer; and reactions occur in trade, involving to a 
greater or lesser degree even the most prudent. 
Men, in the full flood tide of success, are apt to for- 
get that the obb is sure to meet them. The financial 
world is full of insolvents, most of them earning a 
scanty subsistence, w ho might have been in comfort- 
able circumstances, if they had been provident in 
time. To nearlv every person there comes at least 
one period of what some would call good luck; and 
if they take advantage of this, if they "make hay 
while the sun shines, ' their fortunes are won. But 
too man}*, instead of seizing the happy chance, and 
imitating the bee. which lays by in summer its win- 
ter's store, only launch out into larger expenses, 
squander as fast as they make, and die bankrupts, 
or fail before they die. 

But it is not only those who enjoy large incomes 
who are extravagant, for extravagance is a relative 
term, and he who earns ten dollars weekly mav be 
as guilty of it as the merchant who realizes thou- 
sands. Perhaps, indeed, more persons with small 
incomes live beyond their means than those with 
large. The India shawl, the Sevres china, the Au- 
busson carpet, the service of plate, the rich mirrors, 
or the costly equipage, are less extravagant for the 
millionaire than comparatively lower-priced articles 
for the mechanic, the clerk, or the day-laborer. He 
who, making but a dollar daily, squanders a shilling 
in beer is more of the spendthrift than the rich man 
who drinks his two dollar champagne. The savings 
which lay the foundation of wealth are rarer, we 
fear, among operatives than anywhere else. But 
some of the greatest fortunes which have been amas- 
sed in this country have belonged to men who began 
life as day laborers. The first dime that is laid up 
is the first step taken toward becoming a capitalist; 
and he who is a capitalist, even to the smallest de- 
gree, has an advantage in the rush and struggle for 
independence and wealth. Never live beyond your 
means, no matter how little 3'our income! Everv 



A Discussion and 4 Fk;iit. — A very discredit- 
able affair occurred on the 24th ult. at Gallatin. 
Mo., between the two opposing candidates for Gov- 
ernor of that State. The following statement is 
given of it by gentlemen who were presen*:

News from the Gamhd Purchase. — A letter 
from Major E. E. H. Fitzgerald, of the first dra- 

foons, dated at Calabazas (in the Gadsden purcha.-e ), 
lay 4, is published in the Los Angeles Star. Our 
Los Angeles correspondent quotes the most interest- 
1 ing portion of this letter, but we give an additional 
paragraph or two: 

A command of 110 men, B and G companies, left 
May 3 to scout in the mountains between this and 
the Rio Grande, and toward the Upper Gila. It is a 
part of a general movement in New Mexico against 
the Gila Apaches, who are supposed to have killed 
Col. Dodge, the Indian agent of the Navajoes. 

I have no further military news. Gen. Garland 
returns to New Mexico we hear. He was expected 
at Santa Fe at our last notices. We get only a 
monthly mail, and send for it a wagon and ten men. 
A train arrived yesterday, one hundred and teu days 
from the depot of Albuquerque. Think of that, ye 
fast Californiani — and yet they persist in supplying 
us from that side. I came with a wagon to this 
place in fifteen days from Fort Yuma. We get most 
of our latest news from the officers there, who are 
kind enough to forward us papers and items. 

We live ia rather a primitive way, yet much more 
cheaply than you would suppose". Our beef only 
costs us 4 cents a pound; butter, $1; milk is procured 
at a trifle, and is sold bv Papago Indians about the 
camp in great jars holding several gallons each. 
There is plenty of poultry to be had, and some 
game. Our dwellings are in tents and shanties 
made of logs set upright in the ground, and roofed 
with dirt. The valley is a beautiful one, with fine 
cottonwood trees for shade, and plenty of mesquiet 
for fuel. The grazing at this point is" excellent all 
the year round. The valley extends 80 miles in 
our territory. We are 8 miles from the Mexican 
line and G5 from Tueson. 

We were just opening a brisk trade with Sonora 
when the troubles commenced, and purchased all 
our grain, cattle, &c, there, to say nothing of Lon- 
don ale at £(J per dozen, and champagne at the same 
price.

Tut. Capitol at Washington. — It is not gene- 
rally realized by our citizens that the eastern side of 
the Capitol is the principal front, and that the west- 
ern side is iu fact the rear. The main en. ranee to 
the center building is from the eastern front: and so 
will be the entrauces of the new w ing-. Tlie prin- 
cipal statuary of the center building is on the east- 
ern front; and so will be that of the ncv. wings. And 
it is to the Eist, to old Atlantic, and to the emigrant 
ship of the Old World, that the ma^nidceut statue 
of Lil>erty on the new dome will look. 

In this connection we will simply state that the 
statuary in marble designed to occupy the eastern 
gable pediment of the new north wing is now nearly- 
completed; that for the south wing is not yet design- 
ed. In the center of the pediment will stand the 
"Genius of America,"' based on a rock, amid the 
lashing of Old Ocean, with the American Eagle 
couched at her left side, oak and laurel wreaths in 
her right hand, and her left partially raised in a sup- 
plicatory mauner, as if invoking the blessings of 
Heaven upon the scenes about her. On her left are 
to be arranged in order, and decreasing in height ac- 
cording to tlie angle of the pediment, a sturdy pio- 
neer in the act of felliDg a large tree; an Indian 
hunter boy returning from the chase with his dog at 
his side, and a duck and rabbit hung over his shoul- 
der on his hunting stick; an Indian chief sitting on 
a rock, in deep meditation; an Indian mother re- 
clining with an infant on her breast; an Indian 
grave overgrown with grass and wild flowers. On 
her right are to be ranged, in the same manner, an 
American soldier with his hand on his sword, readv 
to draw it at the call of his country ; Mercator sitting 
among the emblems of commerce, with his fuigers 
resting upon the globe, as if it were his plaything; 
two American youths about twelve and fifteen, em- 
braced and advancing, the yonuger with a l>ook 
under his arm and the elder pointing forward and

LATER FROM CAIRO — EXAMINATION OF THE RI- 
OTEKS-A SCANDALIZING DOCTOR TRuTTED 
OCT— AN IRl^ll SCHOOLMASTER IN TRoL HLE. 

Cairo, July '28, 1857. 
The excitement in reference to the late riot has 
abated, partly owing to the successful examination 
of the rioter-* in custody, and partly to other ca t es 
of excitement. The rioters, w hose" names I sent to 
you yesterday, were to have been tried before Judge 
O'Snaughnessey. but, the vigilants not having con- 
fidence in him, or rather more in Judge Corcoran, 
procured a change of venue to the latter gentleman's 
court. On the charge of rioting, all were Mqofeted 
except Tom. E*ing, who was required to give bail 
in the sum of $200. The testimony was very vague 
against the others. They were then all accused of 
kidnapping, aud tlie facts brought forth render their 
guilt certain. They were hel I in the sum of *->Co 
each for their appearance before a higher court to 
at sw tr this charge. They have not yet procured 
bail, and are still in pri on. 

Considerable excitement has existed to-day in 
refwrence to one of our physicians. Dr. Woods, who 
lias been escorted out of town by a company of gen- 
tlemen, who notiiied him that his return would se- 
cure a coat of tar aud feathers. I know nothing of 
the fac:s, and merely give you the street talk in 
reference to the matter. Dr. Woods resided here 
some twelve months ago, and was hospitably receiv- 
ed and boarded by a private family. There were 
several interesting daughters in this famUy, includ- 
ing one little creature al>out fifteen years of age. 
The Doctor seemed to become enamored of this girl 
and was very attentive to her. Oue day, however, 
the doctor happened to leave a private letter expos- 
ed, so that it reached the eyes of the father, and the 
letter was found to contain the mo*t vulgar charges 
against the girl. The father immediately sought 
satisfaction by personal chastisement. He sought 
the Doctor out, fired at, but missed him. The mat- 
ter was then taken in hand by others, and the Doc- 
tor escaped punishment by leaving the city prompt- 
ly iu twenty-four hours. 

He went to St. Louis, and, as the story goes, there 
in solmn form reiterated the charges against the girl, 
declaring that he had had illicit dealings with her. 
The fact came to the knowledge of some friends of 
the family, who, knowing their entire falsity, ex- 
erted themselves to keep the matter from them and 
spare the feelings of the innocent young lady. 

About six months ago, the doctor returned to 
Cairo, seemingly repentant of what he had done, 
and the subject was not revived. More recently, 
however, he renewed his accusations in private con- 
versation, and a day or two since tkit fact came to 
the knowledge of some of tlie friend, of the family.

— My attention having heen drawn to the let- 
ter of Justice W. \V. Druiumond, under date of 
Much 30, 1857, addressed to yourself, tendering 
his resignation as Associate Justice for I* tuff 
wherein my office is called in question, I feel it in- 
cumbent ujmn me to make you the following re- 
port. Justice W. W. Drunimoud, in his fourth 
paragr^iili imjK "The records, papers, <fcc, have 
been destroved by order of Gov. B. Young, and 
the Federal officers grossly insulted for presuming 
to raise a single vuestion about the treasonable 
act." 

1 do solemnly declare this assertion is without the 
tightest foundation in truth. The records, papers, 
«Lc., of the Supreme Court in this Territory, togeth 
er with all decisions and documents of every kind 
belonging thereto, from Monday, September Hi, 
1851, at which time laid Court was first organized, 
up to this present moment, are all safe and complete 
in my custody, and not one of them missing, nor have 
they erer been disturbed by anyjterson. 

Again. In the decision of the supreme court in 
the case of Moroni Greene, the which decision was 
w ritten by Judge Prummond himself, I find the 
following words: "That as the case for which Greene 
was convicted seems to have been an aggravated 
one, this court does remit the cost of the prosecution, 
both in this court and the court below." Greene 
was provoked to draw a pistol in self-defense, but 
did not point it at anv one. He was a lad of 18 
years old. Much feeling was excited in his favor, 
and he was finally pardoned by the Governor upon 
a petition signed \>y the Judges and members of the 
bar of the United States court, the llou. Secretary 
of State, and many of the most respectable citizens 

Again. ^In relatlon'to'the "incarceration of five 
or six young men, from Missouri and Iowa, who are 
now (March 30, 1857), in the penitentiary of Utah, 
without those men having violated any criminal law 
in America," Ac, This is an utterly false state- 
ment. But I presumes he alludes to "the incarcera- 
tion, on the 22d January, 1856, of three men, and 
on the 29th January, 1856, of one more. If so, these 
are the circumst inces: "There were quite a number 
persons came here as teamsters in Gilbert & Ger- 
risli's train of goods, arriving here in December, 
1855, after winter had set in. They arrived here 
very destitute, and at that season of the year there 
is nothing that a laboring man can get to do. Some 
of these men entered the store of S. M. Blair & Co., 
at various times in the night and stole provisions 
a nd groceries. Some six or eight of them were in- 
dict ed fer burglary and larceny, three plead guilty, 
ank a fourth was proven guilty. The four were 
sentenced to the penitentiary for the shortest time 
the statue allowed for the crime. And just as scon 
as the spring of 1856 opened and a company was 
preparing to start for California, upon a petition set- 
ting forth mitigating circumstances, the Governor 
pardoned them, and they went on their way to Cali- 
fornia. It was a matter well understood here at the 
time, that these men were incarcerated more partic- 
larl v to keep them from committing further crime 
during the winter. 

Since that time there have been but four persons 
sent to the penitentiary for forgery and petty larce- 
ny for terms of 30 and 60 days, to- wit: one on the 
19th November, 1856; two on the 21th November. 
1856; and one on the 26th January, 1856. So that 
on the 30th March, 1857, and for several days previ- 
ous there was not a white prisoner in the Utah pen- 
itentiary, nor is there at this date.

The New York Expreas, which has always 
l>een evidently opposed to Gen. Walker, comments 
on the last news from Nicaragua: 

The news from Nicaragaa, that the two domestic 
factions, which now divide that distracted country, 
the "Chamoristas" and the "Leonistas,' are at 
swords' points, and likely ere long to decide their 
respective claims to govern the country, by a pitched 
battle, gives color to the rumors floating about irdthe 
papers, that Gen. Walker is about to return there. 
Indeed, it is asserted as a positive fact that his old 
enemies, the Chamoristas, have sent the ^great filli- 
buster ajpedal invitation to hurry back. 

The Cliamoristas. it will be recollected, were for- 
merly the most deadly foes of the fillibusters, but 
they seem now to be so hard pushed by the opposite 
faction, that, with characteristic facility, they are 
ready to forget past enmities, and to make a" man 
their leader whom they have just helped to drive 
ignominiously out of the country. 

We do not know that we ever had much respect 
for General Walker, or for men of his stamp, but, 
had as they may be, one can hardly help thinking 
that the worst of them are much too good for NCI 
a wrethed, quarreling crew as the native population 
of Central America. The bone of contention be- 
tween the two parties, in the first instance, is the 
Presidency, a beggarly office at best, with but little 
pay, and ho peace for 'its possession. 

After the evacuation of the country by the fillibus-
